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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Suzuki 
eta!., (US 4,400,771). 

As per claims 1, 7-13, and 15, Suzuki teaches method/apparatus for allocating 
memory bandwidth comprising: 

assigning a fixed width to one priority of access to memory bandwidth to one 
or more direct memory access (DMA) machines (53, Fig. 2) ; and 

assigning a programmable priority of access to memory bandwidth to a 
processing unit (51 or 52, Fig. 2); 

wherein the programmable priority of the processing unit allows priority allocation 
between the one or more DMA machines and the processing unit to be adjusted 
dynamically. (Abstract, cols. 2-12) 

As per claims 2-4, 6, 14, 16, and 17-25, Suzuki teaches assigning a fixed priority 
to one or more DMA machines including assigning a fixed priority to one or more DMA 
channels corresponding to the one or more DMA machines. 
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As per claim 5 and 18, Suzuki teaciies programmably alternating priority between 
the processing unit (51 or 52) and the one or more DMA machine (53).
